McCord claims told to remain silent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One of 
the 
convicted 
Watergate 
seven 
claimed at his sentencing today that 
his trial was marked by perjury and 
political pressure that he and the 
others “plead guilty and remain 
silent’’ on the politically explosive 
bugging case. 


James W. McCord, a former 
White House consultant, also wrote 
Federal Judge John J. Sirica that 
“others involved in the Watergate 
operation were not identified during 


the trial when they could have been 
by those testifying.’’ 
Sirica put off sentencing McCord 
for a week and agreed to hear his 
story privately, but gave G. Gordon 
Liddy, another ex-White House aide, 
up to 20 years as a mastermind of 
the break-in and bugging of Demo­ 
cratic National headquarters. 
McCord, who was with President 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign 
committee 
at the 
time police 
surprised 
intruders 
in 
the 


Democratic headquarters, last June 
17, said his family feared for his life 
and he feared retaliation of some 
sort for his disclosure. 
He did not specify what the 
perjury consisted of, who exerted 
the political pressure nor the names 
of others who he said were involved. 
He said he was willing to provide 
more 
information 
to 
Sirica 
privately, adding “I cannot feel 
confident in talking with an FBI 
agent’’ or other Justice Department 


officials. 
Sirica meted out “provisional" 
maximum sentences to the other 
five defendants in the political 
espionage case, implying he might 
reduce them if they cooperate in 
subsequent 
investigation 
by 
a 
federal grand jury or a special 
Senate committee that is starting an 
intensive inquiry into the case. 
Of McCord’s request for a private 
talk, the judge said: 
“I’ll listen to what he has to say 


but I won’t enter into any agreement 
or say that my lips are sealed from 
telling the grand jury or the Senate 
committee what he has told me ” 
McCord 
asked 
for a private 
audience 
with 
Sirica 
in 
his 
chambers but the judge agreed only 
to hear him in the closed courtroom 
with an official recorder present. 
In his letter to Sirica, dated March 
19 and received the next day by the 
judge. McCord — found guilty after 
a jury trial — made these claims: 


—There was political pressure 
applied to the defendants to plead 
guilty and remain silent. Five of the 
seven did plead guilty early in the 
trial. 


—Others were involved in the 
Watergate affair but were not 
identified at the trial by witnesses 
who could have done so. 


—There were other unspecified 
considerations “which are not to be 
lightly taken. ”

Monday night three Cal Poly 
architecture graduates confronted 
the City Council with a teasing flash 
of a future Lompoc, a town whose 
convivial center vibrates in warm 
mission 
tans and 
reds, 
where 
tourists dally by arcaded shops, 
citizens loaf and make speeches in a 
central 
plaza 
and 
a 
constant 
backdrop of rustling eucalyptus is 
everpresent. 
The 
study’s 
authors, 
James 
Nicoloff, Norman Davis and Gary 
Sivley, applied the design concepts 
of unity and scale and a unifying 
design theme to this city in the nine 
month research project, suggested 
by 
Community 
Development 
Director A1 Autry. 
The result, a 59 page, well 
illustrated booklet, depicts a new 
downtown Lompoc in wtuch^ they 
say, upgrading local lifestyle and 
city beautification will go hand-in- 
hand with intensified commercial 
activity. 
But what’s wrong with downtown 
as it is? 
The H Street and Ocean Avenue 
area, 
the 
researchers 
say, 
is 
beginning an economic and physical 
decline. With boom and increase, 
the throbbing commercial heart of 
Lompoc has migrated north and is 
now actually in the H street 
shopping centers area. 
What’s left in the town’s original 


hub, the designers describe, is a 
collection of aging buildings in a 
grab bag of conflicting architectural 
styles, a riot or random signing, a 
cold absence of designed warmth 
and landscaping, and all of this 
dominated 
by 
a 
torrent 
of 
automobiles coursing down runway 
width streets and leaving the area 
behind. 
The advent of the bypass freeway 
is sure to create traffic changes in 
the 
ancestral city 
center, 
the 
investigators 
view, 
and 
not 
necessarily for the better. 
The California State Division of 
Highways estimates that when the 
freeway 
becomes 
operational, 
perhaps in 1975, H Street traffic will 
be reduced an average of over 40 per 
cent in either direction. Since the 
economic life of the downtown area 
now is largely based on the one-stop, 
park-in-front-of-the-store 
trade 
generated from traffic, the bypass 
freeway threatens to sap the area’s 
economic viability even more. 
The 
more 
than 
adequate 
availability of commercial land 
within the city and the eagerness of 
many powerful bodies to zone more 
also suggests that new development, 
particularly 
freeway 
oriented 
development 
may 
supercede 
redevelopment 
as 
an 
area 
of 
commercial investment. This would 
continue to make downtown’s rival 
commercial centers stronger and 
stronger and tend to blight the area 
of the city’s first crossroads.

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U.S., Communists in POW stalemate 


SAIGON (UPI) - Both the United 
States and the Communists refused 
to give ground today in a new 
dispute which has dimmed hopes 
that the last American prisoners of 
war will be freed in Hanoi Saturday 
and Sunday. 
North 
Vietnam 
promised 
to 
release 107 prisoners and the Viet 
Cong 31 and officials at Operation 
Homecoming at Clark Air Base in 
the Phillipines.were placed on alert 
to fly the men from Hanoi. The 
United States said it would complete 
troop withdrawal by then—ahead of 
the Wednesday deadline. 


But the United States demanded 
Thursday that Hanoi also release 
nine Americans and a Canadian held 
in Laos and said there would be no 
troop 
withdrawals 
unUl 
these 
prisoners were accounted for. The 
Communists immediately balked at 
the release of all the remaining 
prisoners. 
The Joint Military Commission 
(JMC) 
which 
handles 
prisoner 
exchanges 
met 
today and

nowhere. 
A North Vietnamese spokesman 
said his government was “ready to 
release the American prisoners

Indians say will enter Wounded Knee 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (UPI) - Armed Sioux from 
the nearby Rosebud Indian Reservation said Thursday 
they would take food and medicine to the Indians 
occupying Wounded Knee this weekend— an act that 
would defy a government roadblock. 
Russell Means, one of the leaders of the American 
Indian Movement (AIM) whose members spearheaded 
the takeover of Wounded Knee 24 days ago by 250 to 300 
Indians, announced the mArch as part of a two-pronged 
challenge of U.S. forces. 
The second phase of the Indians’ double-barrelled 
attack was announced earlier Thursday at neighlwring 
Pine Ridge by AIM’s chief counsel Ramon Roubideaux. 
He said a committee of attorneys representing the 


militants had been formed to “launch a massive legal 
assault” against the Justice Department, the FBI and 
the U.S. Marshals’ Service. 
Roubideaux said the lawyers, who will include the 
well-known New York civil rights attorneys William 
Künstler and Mark Lane, would begin Monday filing 
suits charging the government with depriving Wounded 
Knee occupiers and residents of their civil rights. The 
suits would ^ k punitive damages, he said. 
Means said about 500 marchers from the Rosebud 
Reservation, located about 100 miles northeast of Pine 
Ridge, would file past a government roadblock into 
Wounded Knee at 7 a.m. MST (9 a.m. EST) Sunday. He 
said the group would be armed with “hunting 
equipment.”

Gen. John A. Wickham, 
deputy chief of the U.S. delegation, 
said White House aide Henry A. 
Kissinger—who negotiated the Jan.

All 10 school board candidates 
presented 
their 
wares

audience at La Mesa School last 
night in a forum marked by the 
sharpest exchanges yet. 
All 10 candidates expressed some 
agreement 
for 
establishing 
priorities for cutbacks, but they had 
differing'views on ways to improve 
communications, and on what to cut 


if cuts proved necessary. 
Evan R. Brossman said the main 
thing wrong with the proposal last 
year to close two schools, was that 
“Wegner 
(Supt. 
Glen 
Wegner) 
offered no alternative. Brossman 
said he doubted the district had a 
priority list. He expressed doubt 
that the district had a financial 
problem, and that if it did, the place 
to cut first was in the non- 
instructional areas. He would get 


the board agendas out earlier and 
have the board listen to the public 
more. 
Gail Steiger said cuts should come 
in non-instructional areas if at all, 
that secondary school programs 
were better off than those at 
primary 
g r a d e s, 
that 
communications could stand some 
improvement, that trustees should 
work harder, and that she would 
prefer closing a school rather than 


cut program. 
George Mills said the district 
should “keep its eye on the donut 
and not on the hole” Cuts if any 
should come as far as possible from 
the education program, he said. 
Then he made a plea for relief at the 
elementary level, noting “If we 
don’t do a good job at the first four 
grades, we have to spend a lot of 
time later in remedial effort”

LEA opposes 


new teacher 


contract form 


A flap of minor proportions has 
developed over Lompoc Education 
Association’s opposition to a new 
teacher contract form that includes 
a 
stipulation 
on 
psychiatric 
examinations. 
David Manship, LEA president, 
issued an “urgent” notice Monday 
telling teachers not to return the 
signed form to the district until 
specific points in the contract form 
were 
thoroughly 
read 
and 
understood. 
At the same time 
Manship 
recom m ended 
that 
teachers disregard the district’s 
contract and instead sign and file 
with the district office a simple 
“intent to return” form provided by 
LEA. 
Since that time LEA has also 
asked the district administrators to 
return to the teachers any of the 
new 
contract forms turned 
in 
b e f o r e 
LEA 
is su e d 
its 
recommendations of opposition. 
Today, Alice Milligan, assistant 
superintendent, said she hadn’t seen 
the LEA “intent to return’’ forms, 
but that she understood one had 
been turned in at one school. 
The portions of the new contract 
form that have caused the concern 
relate to the school board’s powers 
over the length of service a teacher 
may be required to serve, to the 
necessity 
for 
the 
teacher 
to 
supervise 
extra 
curr ic ula r 
activities, to the powers of the 
school 
board 
to 
choose 
the 
assignment for a teacher, and a 
pledge against any work stoppage. 
But the focal point for most of the 
LEA concern is the following point 
on the district’s new contract form: 
“ (item 7) — You hereby agree to 
submit to a physical or psychiatric 
examination, if requested by the 
superintendent, and to allow such 
medical or psychiatric reports to be 
submitted to the governing board." 
Mrs. Milligan said the contracts 
were a procedural matter and that 


the new wording came from sample 
contract forms provided by the 
County Superintendent of Schools 
Office 


Contracts were mailed to teachers 
March 15. Probationary teachers 
were urged to return them by April 
30 
and 
tenured 
or 
permanent 
teachers by June 30 to aid staffing 
prtxiedures. 


Contracts in the form now used by 
the district are not required by law. 
Mrs. Milligan said the contracts are 
more a matter of courtesy for the 
teacher and a convenience for the 
district staff.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Cost 
of Living Council has warned meat 
packers that if their livestock costs 
go 
down 
they 
must pass the 
reductions on to consumers. 
The 
council 
took 
the 
action 
Thursday in a new response to 
soaring food prices, led by meat, 
which have triggered food boycotts 
across the country. 
“The 
council 
expects 
such 
decreases to be passed through the 
distribution chain to the ultimate 
consumer,” Council Director John 
T. Dunlop said. 
Twenty-one large meat processors 
previously had been instructed to 
follow the rule, but the council 
conceded enforcement had not been 
effective. 
The order Thursday extended the 
requirement 
to 
smaller 
meat 
processors, and the processors were 
given notice that all companies will 
be watched closely for compliance. 
A 
government 
report 
issued 
earlier 
this 
week 
showed 
the 
consumer price index shot up 0.8 per 
cent in February, the largest one- 
month gain since the Korean War. 
Food prices led the increase with a 


record one-month increase of 2.4 per 
cent. 
Two 
administration 
officials 
disagreed 
Thursday 
about 
the 
effects growing boycott movements 
were having on meat prices. 
Herbert 
Stein, 
chairman 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
said 
that 
“something seems to be working 
back from the demand side." 


“So the boycott or consumer 
resistance, which doesn’t neces­ 
sarily take the form of parades, 
seems to be having an effect.” Stein 
said. 
However. Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary Clayton Yeutter. said he 
felt that “no amount of boycotts” by 
irate housewives would help bring 
down prices. 
“ In 
my 
opinion, 
boycotting 
markets is not a way to achieve a 
change in any food prices.” Yeutter 
told 
a 
House 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
subcommittee. “It could have some 
psychological impact ... but no 
amount of boycotts can affect the 
supply of beef or any other food 
item.”

Steve McQueen: 


Detail Makes the Difference 


In “Getaway” Characterization 


Steve McQueen is one actor who refuses to let a stunt man take over 
once the action gets tough, and in his latest film. 
The G etaw ay." in 
which he stars with Ali M acGraw. now showing at the Gem ini Theatre, 
the action gets very fast and furious. 


But Steve McQueen, the actor, is im m ersed in every detail of the 
character he portrays before ever setting foot in front of the cam era. 


In the early prison scenes of "The G etaw ay." McQueen w ears a pair of 
work boots which he got from the prison shoe shop, and he spent 
several days in the prison working in the various shops to fam iliarize 
himself with the tasks a prisoner has to perform. 


McQueen brings to the character of "D o c" some of his own interests. 
"D o c" is a bank robber, a tough professional, who is meticulous in the 
details. He approaches a bank robbery with the same deliberateness as 
McQueen approaching a part. 


And although the character is a gangster. McQueen sought to got 
underneath his skin to find the loneliness and desperateness that haunt 
a man in clim e. If there ever was such a thing as a sym pathetic 
gangster it is the character McQueen plays, because beneath the 
violent exterior. McQueen sees him as a trapped human being. 
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Vacillating senator 


Whether it is indecision, procrastination or machination. 
Senator Alan Short is treading on dangerous ground. 
Four years ago he disclosed his intentions to retire from 
office at the end of that term. Before it was too late he 
recanted and ran. 
Last December he once again announced his retirement 
at the end of this term. In fact, in sponsoring a last minute 
bill for legislative pay increases, Short said it wouldn't 
apply to him since it didn't take effect until after 1974. “ I 
won’t be here then,’' he said. 
Inasmuch as his retirement pay would be increased 
because of the pay raise his statement wasn’t entirely 
correct but that isn’t the point. Neither is it the point that it 
now may be totally incorrect if he does run for another 
term. 
What is important is Short’s seeming indifference to the 
best interests of the people of his district. Elected first in 
1954, they have supported him repeatedly over the past 20 
years, even though last time around he kept them 
wondering about his intentions. 
As Short well knows it takes time to organize a successful 
campaign. The voters naturally want to select the best 
representative for the job. Good men do not capriciously 
become candidates. They run only if there is a reasonable 
chance of winning. 
What Short s vacillating achieves is to discourage 
outstanding candidates in both parties. No one wants to run 
against an incumbent in his own party. And the opposition 
party finds it difficult to field a top candidate against an 
entrenched office holder. 
By delaying the decision for retiring or continuing, Short 
creates the situation where neither party can offer a solid 
candidate, if his ultimate decision not to run comes too late 
to organize a proper campaign. 
If Short really intends to retract his earlier statem ent 
about leaving office, in all fairness to his supporters he 
should make it crystal clear. 
More than that, for his own future success, if he intends 
to run again, he should quit kidding around. 
Perhaps time has dulled Short’s memory. When he came 
to the Senate he took his seat alongside of two other 
Senators who became victims of precisely the same kind of 
indecision. 
Senator Swift Berry was elected in 1952 to succeed 
Senator Henry E. Dillinger. Before the end of his first term 
Berry indicated he would not run again. Judge John C. 
Begovich threw his hat into the ring and Berry changed his 
mind. Before witnesses he pledged Begovich he would quit 
after his next term and support the Judge. 
• Berry broke his hand shake agreement and sought a third 
term . The voters in the mountain counties reacted and went 
all out for Begovich. 
Two years before that, Senator Charles Brown, who had 
gained wide acclaim in the desert counties of Mono and 
Inyo, announced his retirem ent only to reverse himself and 
run once more. Again there was a pledge to his people that 
it would be the last time. But in 1962 Brown reneged and 
sought still another term. The voters, showing their 
resentment, elected William R. Symons, Jr. to become the 
first Republican Senator from that district in forty years.

ITT probe uncovers 
more surprises 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — More contacts between the 
International Telephone and Telegraph Corp. and high 
officials of the Nixon administration— including Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers and Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew— were disclosed today in a mushrooming Senate 
investigation of the controversy. 
Internal ITT memoranda obtained by the Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee on multinational corporations told 
of a meeting between ITT officials and Rogers Oct. 21,1971, 
to discuss the corporation's troubles with the government 
in Chile. 
“ Secretary Rogers, in opening the meeting and two or 
three tim es during the hour and forty-five minutes, 
continued to state that the Nixon administration was a 
‘business administration' in favor of business and its 
mission was to protect business," one memorandum said. 
This was written by John Guilfoyle, an ITT vice presi­ 
dent, and J. R. McNitt, an otherwise unidentified official of 
the firm. It was intended for official use of the company, 
but the subcommittee subpoenaed it along with three 
volumes of company papers relevant to its investigation of 
alleged ITT efforts to thwart M arxist President Salvador 
Allende’s administration in Chile.

Sand company given 
new use permit 


Gordon Sand Company, over protests of conservationists, 
has been granted a new conditional use perm it for five 
years to mine up to 300,000 additional tons of sand from the 
Guadalupe Dunes near a county beach park near the city of 
Gudadalupe. 
The County planning Commission voted Wednesday to 
allow the permit and let the company take up to 60.000 tons 
a year, an amount several times in excess to what it has 
been processing the past five years. 
Mrs. Kathy Jones of the Sierra Club and Mrs. Selma 
Rubin of the Scenic Shoreline Preservation Conference told 
the planners the county should be seeing to it the dunes are 
kept free of industry, utilized for public recreational uses 
and as a possible state park area in coming years 
The company has been operating the past few months 
under an emergency permit which was to expire March 29. 
Its previous five-year permit had expired last December. It 
had sought a new five-year permit allowing up to 80.000 tons 
to be mined a year. 
The planning staff had recommended that only 20.000 tons 
per year maximum should be mined. 


Rehabilitation Center 
contract approval sought 


Approval of execution of contracts between the county 
and the North Santa Barbara County Rehabilitation Center 
has been recommended to the Board of Supervisors. 
County Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson said 
he is supporting the request of Mental Health Director 
Norbert McNamara to have the contracts carried out. 
The contracts provide for the north county area 
rehabilitation center to provide protective and social 
services for mentally handicapped who no longer require 
hospitalization. The services are to be in accord with 
provisions of the Short-Doyle and Lanterman Mental 
Retardation Services Acts. 
The two contracts with the provider are for the Lompoc 
and Santa Maria areas, and cover the period of March 1, 
1973, to June 30, 1973. The sum for the contracts is $35,000, 
with $25,000 for service in Santa Maria dn $10,000 in 
Lompoc. 
Johnson said funds are provided within the 1972-73 budget 
to finance the contracts, ¿haring ratio if 75 percent federal, 
22.5 percent state, and 2.5 percent county.

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Moretti says counties will fight special tax election 


SACRAMENTO < CPI i — Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
has predicted Gov Ronald Reagan's plan for a special 
election on his tax limitation proposal will trigger a court 
struggle with counties which do not want to pay for a 
"whim of the governor 
Moretti Thursday said the governor could instead present 
his initiative at a regular statew ide election next year, thus 
avoiding a $10 million expense. 
"Why should counties pay for the cost of some whim of 
Ronald Reagan, 
the Democratic lawmaker asked news­ 
men. 
Moretti made his comments shortly after Reagan 
announced USC Chancellor Norman Topping would lead the 
drive to gather 520.806 signatures to place the measure on 
the ballot. 


Reagan said it was unlikely the legislature would approve 
his proposed constitutional amendment to will his 'cut. 
squeeze and trim fiscal plans to future administrations. 
He complained that state, local and federal governments 
take more money out of the people's pockets than the total 
cost of feeding, clothing and sheltering the family." 
"The simple truth is that there is only one way to cure the 
extravagance of government, and that's to cut off their 
allowance." Reagan declared. 
The main feature of the governor's plan would limit 
future taxes by tying them to a percentage of total personal 
income. He said that would reduce taxes by 20 per cent over 
a 15 year period. 
Also included is a onetime 20 per cent tax rebate on 1973 
income and a "permanent" income tax cut of 7 ‘2 per cent 


—down from 10 per cent proposed previously —beginning 
January 1974. 


Property tax rates would be constitutionally frozen at the 
present levels to prevent "Mickey Mouse double-dealing" 
by future administrations which might try to "foist off" 
state services onto local governments. 


Moretti declared that the "whole impetus" behind calling 
a special election on the measure is to provide a platform 
for a presidential bid by Reagan in 1976. 


Reagan told newsmen that postponing the election 
would delay the savings to the people.'* 
Moretti said he plans to talk to county officials next week 
about conducting the special election. He is opposed to the 


state paying for it. which he said the state is required to do 
under a law passed last year. He declared the legislature 
could refuse to appropriate the funds. 
Moretti said Democrats are planning an alternative tax 
initiative for the November 1974 general election ballot.

And it was with consider­ 
able pride that John Wooden 
ended his 25th regular sea­ 
son, his belief in the old-, 
fashioned and yet perennial 
virtues 
of 
industriousness 
and enthusiasm 
reinforced 
by the record. Twenty-six 
straight regular season vic­ 
tories, plus a pair in the 
NCAA playoffs, put UCLA on 
the verge of its ninth na­ 
tional cham pionship in 
10 
years, a phenom enal reign. 
UCLA hadn’t lost a gam e 
since b e i n g defeated 
by 
Notre D am e midway through 
the 1970-71 season! It had 
run its victory streak to a 
record-shattering 73! 
And the architect of this, 
the m ost successful team in 
the history of m ajor college 
athletics, is a schoolm aster- 
ish, prim old man who w rites 
poetry, shuns profanity, goes 
to 
church 
regularly 
and 
thinks the generation gap is 
a hollow in Appalachia. 
He has, for a q u arter of a 
century, fashioned team s in 
the sunshine oasis of south­ 
ern California from religious 
freaks, pot sm okers, m ili­ 
tants, long hairs and short 
hairs, Jew s and Protestants 
and Catholics and Muslims.

Who can you believe? 


By passisng SB 90 i the Reagan-Morctti 
tax 
shift 
bill i 
last 
December, 
the 
Legislature effectively clamped a lid on 
local government's power to tax property. 
In other words, state lawmakers virtually 
said that they promise from now on they 
would not pass any laws that would cost 
counties, cities, special districts and 
school districts any more money, and. if 
they did, they would pay the extra costs. 
They were going to make sure that local 
governments would not take up the slack 
of property tax relief with more new local 
taxes. 
But this is 1973 and there is a brand new 
legislature not necessarily bound by laws 
passed by the 1972 Legislature. 
After they were all sworn in last 
.January the assemblymen and senators 
settled down to the task of introducing 
bills. Many of the measures would mean

new costs to local government. These were 
bounced back to the authors by the 
Legislative Counsel with the advice that 
they 
had 
better 
include 
a 
state 
appropriation to cover additional costs or 
add language that would make it clear this 
provision of SB 90 is not applicable, which, 
in effect, means 
the 
author has no 
compunction about going back on a 
promise made to local government by last 
year's legislature. 
According to a recent count made by the 
County 
Supervisors 
Association 
of 
California, the authors of some 16 senate 
bills and 20 assembly measures have 
simply stated the local funding mandate 
provisions of SB 90 will not apply. 
How local agencies can survive in a tax 
vise like that is questionable. 
More important, who can you believe 
these days? 


Appointment hailed 


Washington, — In an era when 
ambassadorial posts go on the 
auction block to the hiehest bidder 
the appointment of David K. E. 
Bruce to be chief of the American 
mission in Peking is evidence that 
quality and ability still count. 
President Nixon could not have 
made a better choice for this newest 
phase of the opening to a world so 
long closed. 
The Chinese will 
take 
the 
Bruce 
appointment as the 
tribute that it is to 
their 
place 
in 
shaping 
the 
last 
decades of the 20th 
Century. While he 
will be chief of 
delegation 
rather 
than 
ambassador, 
this will be of small 
moment in the close 
relationship 
he is sure to establish with Premier 
Chou En-lai. whose fluent French 
will mean a common working 
language with Bruce. 
For all his years abroad in the 
highest reaches of diplomacv in 
Paris, Bonn and London and the 
tributes that have come to him, one 
important 
attribute 
has 
been 
unmistakable. He is an American 
with no question of identity. This is 
not in any aggressive sense of the 
American abroad in an earlier day 
determ ined 
to 
prove 
his 
Americanism. 
One of the most cultivated of men 
in history, literature, the arts, there 
is nothing of the psuedo-sophisticate 
about the man who at 75 has now 
been called back to service. Part of 
his Americanism is his sense of 
humor, his chuckling low-keyed 
laughter. The pompous and the 
pretentious are put in their place by 
this urbane gentleman who might 
have pursued a career as a 
philosopher if he had not entered the 
diplomatic service nearly 50 yars 
ago. 
A small irony in his appointment 
is the place that he and his beautiful 
wife, Evangeline, hold in what has 
been scornfully called the limousine 
liberal set of Georgetown. In the 
handsome drawing room of their 
Georgetown 
house 
they 
have 
assembled the widest range of 
guests 
from 
government, 
the 
diplomatic 
corps, 
writers 
and 
intellectuals. No arbitrary canon, 
but the broad spectrum of their 
interests has set the tone. 
It is sometimes said that in the 
era oi instant telephonic contact 
between 
heads 
of 
state 
art 
ambassador makes no difference. 
Bruce's career, which came to an 
end 
with 
his 
resignation 
as 
ambassador to Britain in 1969, 
refutes that easy generalization. He 
has represented his country with 
distinction and with discreet counsel 
to officials in capitals where he has 
served. 
His appointment should hearten 
the professional career service in 


the 
Department 
of 
State 
demoralized by the appointment of 
so many big campaign check 
writers. 
While 
there 
are few 
Bruces, many able career men are 
resigning because the top posts are 
being 
handed 
out as political 
rewards. 
Another ambassadorship at least 
as important as Peking is presently 
unfilled. Jacob D. Beam, an able 
career officer who was ambassador 
to Moscow for four years, has just 
resigned. In view of the obstacles in 
the way of the trade agreement 
signed last year nad the long string 
of 
other 
agreements 
being 
implemented, Moscow is more vital 
than ever before to the Nixon- 
Kissinger generation of peace. 
One proposal is for a leading 
American businessman who would 
hold the ambassadorship for a year 
or so and then give way to a career 
officer. A lot can be said for this. 
There are instances where the 
outsider with special capabilities 
should have precedence over a 
career appointment. But this does 
not cover the blanketing in of so- 
called ambassadors merely on the 
criterion of big money. We have 


seen minor disasters aplenty in this 
category. 
Following 
the 
devastation 
wreaked by Joe McCarthy in the ’50s 
with the blasting of virtually all the 
State 
Department’s 
China 
specialists, a new generation of 
sinologists has come up. 
Two, Alfred Le. S. Jenkins and 
John Holdridge, will head the 
backup team for Bruce in Peking. 
They speak Chinese fluently and 
Holdridge, on Henry Kissinger’s 
staff, has made all the trips to China 
that opened the way to the liaison 
mission. 
At about the same time that Bruce 
goes to Peking in early May the 
Chinese will send a representative 
with 
ambassadorial 
rank 
to 
Washington to head the liaison here. 
With ordinary luck these should 
further the opening to the east that 
has been one of the achievements of 
the 
Nixon 
administration. 
The 
United States in 1950, after the 
overthrow 
of Chiang Kai-shek, 
decided to pretend that mainland 
China did not exist. We have seen an 
extraordinary transition to reality.

Under the smokescreen of taking 
politics out of the legal services 
program and returning control to 
locally-elected officials, 
Phillips 
and his crony-consultants are using

bureaucratic 
means 
to 
restrict

services lawyers. This is being done 
pursuant 
to 
turning 
over 
the 
programs 
to 
local 
reactionary 
lawyers and politicians. 
The law and proper procedures 
are

determination. Phillips had hardly 
gotten into his job on January 3i, 
1973, when he violated his agency’s 
own regulatory procedures designed 
to protect legal services grant 
recipients 
around 
the country. 
These rules included: (li 30 days 
public notice before any changes in 
grant procedures; (2) notice to 
grantees of when they will receive 
funds held up by processing delays; 
and ( 3 ) notice of intent to terminate 
with reasons and continued funding 
until opportunity for hearings on 
termination. When House Education 
and Labor Committee members 
raised 
these 
questions 
before 
Phillips on February 27th, he had no 
answer and lamely passed thé 
questions 
to 
his 
counsel 
who 
embarrassingly tried to gloss over 
these oversights. 
Now Phillips has retrenched by 
pursuing the same purpose of 
undermining legal services through 
political action and restrictions 
from his Washington office. Rather 
than uniformly cutting off funds or 
not renewing grants, he is placing 
restrictions on these programs 
which 
suppress 
thorough 
legal 
representation of the poor and turn 
the local boards of directors to his 
ideological allies. 
This is precisely what has occured 
with 
the effective 
Indianapolis 
Legal Services program. Ignoring 
the 
recommendations 
of 
local 
evaluators, Phillips cut a fifth of the 
program’s funding, imposed seven 
“ special conditions’’ on the program 
( including a restriction on using the 
federal courts i and turned control of 
the program over to its most 
vociferous local enemies.

changed

names 
recently. 
Evidently 
there 
has 
been 
grumblings and criticism. 
Sen. 
Alfred 
E. 
Alquist, 
a 
Democrat from San 
Jose 
has 
now 
introduced 
legislation to allow 
three campuses of 
the California State 
University system 
to agree with their 
popularly-used and 
traditional names. 
’It's 
ridiculous,'* 
Alquist 
declares, “ to have to say ‘California 
State University, San Jose' when to 
the students, faculty, alumni and 
community it always was—and still 
is—simply San Jose State.’*’ 
Alquist. defending his legislation, 
gets a bit facetious. 
“ Who in their right mind would be 
stirred by a yell: ‘CSU, comma. SJ, 
Rah!4“ he quips. 
His bill would change the name of 
California State University. San 
Jose, to “ San Jose Unviersity." San 
Francisco and San Diego would also 
revert 
to their preferred San 
Francisco State and San Diego 
State. 
When we were down to San Diego 
State not too long age. we never 
heard 
anyone 
refer to it as 
“ California State University. San 
Diego.'' 
We'll 
bet 
they 
are 
wondering what all the legislation is 
about anyway. 
Well, the State legislature has 
been busy with other extremely 
im portant 
m atters. 
Assemblywoman March K. Fong, a 
Democrat 
from 
Oakland, 
has 
introduced 
legislation 
declaring 
April 6. 1973 as “California Poppy 
Day.*' The legislation also calls 


upon public schools and educational 
institutions to observe this day with 
suitable exercises. That will keep 
educators busy, trying to devise a 
suitable exercise for a California 
poppy. 
Another legislator must have had 
a bad massage one day.

The Indianapolis situation shows 
that Phillips is not concerned with 
giving local officials more of a say. 
He is concerned with turning legal 
services over to its outspoken 
enemies by edict and continuing 
controls from Washigton—at least 
until the entire national legal 
service 
program 
can 
be 
permanently scuttled. The young 
oligarchs now running OEO also 
want to destroy the national “ back­ 
up centers.’’ These centers, which 
are affiliated with universities, 
conduct research into poverty law 
relating 
to consumer, 
housing, 
health and other areas and respond 
to information requests by legal 
services attorneys. In turn, these 
attorneys have served millions of 
Americans and pioneered in the 
courts. They have won lawsuits 
against local and state lawlessness 
and commercial exploitation of the 
rights of consumers, tenants and 
workers. It is the stopping of this 
modest strengthening of the poor 
against the powerful that Phillips 
has 
directed 
his 
policies 
of 
illegality, deliberate bureaucratic 
snares, 
hostility 
and 
arbitrary 
dismissals of OEO employees who 
would uphold the law. 
As acting director of OEO, 
Phillips' name has not been sent by 
the President to the Senate for 
confirmation, as required by law. 
He will now have to defend the 
charge in court by a group of 
Senators seeking to remove him that 
he is holding his very office 
illegally. The President has not yet 
replied to the request by Senator 
Harrison A. Williams, chairman of 
the 
Senate 
Labor 
and 
Public 
Welfare Committee, of February 23, 
1973 asking when the nomination of 
Mr. Phillips would be forthcoming 
as required. The Senator and 
several of his colleagues on the 
Committee assert that federal law 
has been violated and that Phillips 
should be removed from the position 
until confirmed by the Senate. 
Thus far, Phillips has refused to 
meet with major poverty group 
representatives or consider the 
serious complaints of legal services 
attorneys. But the initiatives to 
bring his bureaucratic crimes to 
justice are mounting and will not be 
deterred by his blatant repudiation 
of lawful government.
